Yet money 
can only be used to buy men who are for 
sale and I am sure there will be no dele- 
gates from a southern state to the demo- 
cratic convention who can be bought. I 
do not believe there will be any. 

‘We have been given notice that moneved 
interests will control our convention and 
name the nominee. We are on our guard 
and we shall see that such does not oc- 
eur,” 


May Indorse Tillman for Presfdent. 

The national convention of the Farmers’ 
Alliance meets here tomorrow with J. W. 
Willetts, of Kansas, as president, and D. 
P. Duncan, of South Carolina, as vice 
president.

Heretofore the organization has been kept 
out officially from politics, but the signifi- 
cance of the meeting is in the fact that 
there is a strong effort being made to put 
in politics and thus swing the farmers’ 
vote for the proposed new party.

SESSION OF THE HOUSE. 


District of Columbia Appropriation 
Was Amended. 
Washington, February 3.—The house 
spent nearly the entire session in committee 
of the whole today in discussing three 
amendments to the District of Columbia 
appropriation bill changing the items for 
the support of charitable institutions so 
that the appropriations shall be disbursed 
by the board of children’s guardians in- 
stead of the institutions themselves. Two 
of these amendments were agreed to, and 
the third was pending when the committee 
rose, at 4:50 o’clock p. m., and the house 
adjourned until tomorrow. , 
The army appropriation bill for the com- 

ing fiscal year was reported. 

A bul was passed granting a right of way 
through the Choctaw Nation to the Arkan- 
Sas and Choctaw Railroad Company. 

The senate free coinage substitute for 
the house bond bill was received, and re- 
ferred under the rules to the committee on 
Ways and means. 

A message from the president asking a 
reasonable appropriation for the families 
of four Italians killed last spring in Colo- 
radd, was referred to the committee on ap- 


| propriations. 


Mr. Hiil, republican, of Connecticut, of- 
fered a bill amending existing laws so as 
to permit national banks to issue currency 
to the par value of bonds deposited. When 
currency is issued to the banks the secre- 
tary of the treasury is directed to redeem 
and cancel a corresponding amount of le- 
gal tenders. Shouid no legal tenders be 
presented for redemption, then the secre- 
tary is directed to redeem and cancel notes 
issued under the Sherman act. To car- 
ry out the _ provisions of th’s bill, the 
secretary is authorized to issue 3 per cent 
gold bonds payable in twenty years to be 
sold as occasion requires. The b'll also 
reduces from 1 per cent to \% of 1 per cent 
the tax on national banks circulation. 

At 4:50 the house adjourned until tomor- 
row. 


PREPARING FOR THE BONDS. 


More Bids Are Going Into the Treasury 
Every Day. 

New York, February 3.—There were a 
number of informal conferences in bank 
parlors down town today in regard to the 
new government loan. The chief point at 
issue was the price to be bid for the bonds 
and lpcal bankers were endeavoring to 
find out the average rate to be tendered 
by New York city capitalists. It was said 
that those most enthusiasic for a popular 
loan a little while ago and who advanced 
the argument that the government would 
net considerably more by refusing to deal 
with a syndicate have materially lowered 
the prices they will pay for the issue. Ac- 
cording to good authorities the bids put 
in by these parties will run anywhere 
from 16% to 109. It will be remembered 
the syndicate bid was 104% net, with a 
guarantee that the geld to be turned in 
would not be taken from the sub-treasury. 
Bullion dealers report a brisk business in 
gold today at % premium for buying and 
6, for selling. At the sub-treasury there 
was quite a rush for whe subscription 
blanks, in fact the demand was larger 
than at any time since the forms were 
received from Washington.

MINERS WHIPPED, 
THEN HANGED 


Barbarous Treatment of Cubans by 
Spanish Soldiers. 


FEARFUL REVENGE OF TROOPS 


Yellow Fever Plays a Part Against 
Spain. 


MANY SOLDIERS HAVE SUCCUMBED TO IT 


Americans Would Feel Safer with a 
Warship Nearby—Talk with 
General Gomez. 


Santiago de Cuba, January 26, via Tampa, 
Fla., February 3.—A horrible crime was 
p2roetrated on the estate of the Juragua 
Iron Uining Company, on-the 20th instant. 

Three Spanish soldiers, armed with gups, 
left the village, Fumesa, to ask alms and 
were met by a party of rebels who killed 
the soldiers with machetes, taking their 
guns and ammunition. 

As soon as this was known the chief 
of the f£panish ferces of that place 
ordered the imprisonment of all the Cubans 
working in the Juragua mines. The order 
was obeyed, but of the entire force of 
Cuban laborers in the mines, the Spaniards 
could catch only eighteen or twenty, as 
the others ran away and joined the insur- 
gents, 

The unfortunate prisoners, after having 
be2n barbarously beaten, were hanged, 
some by the necks and others by the feet 
and tortured till some of them died. A 
few escaped, but they were in a terrible 
State, 

The survivors have been brought to this 
city and are in jail, twelve in number, 

More Political Prisoners. 

Ths steamer Maria Herrera brought 
yesterday from Puerto Padre, twelve pris- 
oners, all prominent residents of that place. 
Among them was the president of the 
autonomist party of the town, Dr. Jose 
N. Maceo, and his son. The men were all 
handcuffed and have been lodged in jail. 

Spanish Were Worsted. 

On the 2th instant a Spanish column 

under Captain Sosa met the rebel party of 


» Colonel Delgado, 300 strong, in Los Llanos, 


Sabana and Farallones, Baracoa. The 

troops had six killed and thirty wounded. 

The rebels abandoned the camp lkaving

Yellow Fever Aids .:e Rebels. 

Yellow fever has caused 489 deaths in 
the military hospital of this city from 
July lst to December 3lst, of last year. 

In this number are not included the sol- 
diers who have died in the hospitals of 
Songo, San Luis, Cobre, Caney, Palma, 
Soriano and Jurdagua. . 

Forty Sick Spaniards. 

On the 18th instant the Spanish colonel, 
Moncado, with his column entered Bayamo 
after being out of the city for some days. 
He had several light encounters with the 
rebels, who killed five of his men. 

He brought to Bayamo nineteen wound- 
ed and forty sick soldiers. 


MARIN EASILY OUTWITTED. 


HE CANNOT HANDLE GOMEZ AND 


The Trocha Proves a Failure at Stop- 
ping Rebels—Hospitals Full of 
Wounded Soldiers. 


~— 


Havana, February 1, via Tampa, Fila., 
February 3—Gomez has_ crossed the 
strategic line, or trocha, between Havana 
and Batabano twiee within a week. He 
had no serious difficulty either time, al- 
though the wall of men is the strongest 
one ever thrown across the island by 
Spain. Troops have been drawn from all 
parts of the island to make it invulnerable. 
and several thousand volunteers have been 
added to the force of regulars along the 
line. 

Over 1,500 cavalry have recently been 
formed by mounting infantrymen and sev- 
eral batteries of artillery are stationed on 
the line: With all these preparations and 
the building of blockhouses of wood and 
stone, the throwing up of earthworks, and 
the transforming of railroad _ stations, 
churches and dwellings into forts, the 
daring rough riders of .Gomez pushed 
through the line, leaving a few dead and 
wounded Spaniards to mark their passage. 

Each time the line is crossed the au- 
thorities at the place, who sift all news 
that is published here or cabled direct, 
carefully eliminate all reference to the 
crossing and state in official reports that 
Gomez was driven away. After the rebel 
chief had gone west over the line an of- 
ficial report of an encounter with him near 
Guanajay revealed his whereabouts; he 
was officially reported to be in Pinar del 
Rio Thursday, but was giving General 
Canella a serious timte on the [ine south of 
Bejucal. It is two days since that fight 
and no official report of the encounter has 
been’ given out. 

It is pretty well understood that Gen- 
eral Canella and eight hundred men would 
have been wiped out by Gomez and his 
four thousand men had not re-enforcements 
under Colonel Galvis arrived. 

Officials Avoid the Truth. 

Official reports of the Spanish govern- 
ment should be read between the lines. In 
the war which has been going on nearly 
a year now, not one Cuban victory is 
recorded in those reports. Not one fight 
has occurred fn which the losses have been 


correctly stated. 

Not one report of an engagement has 
been made which did not close with the 
statement that the Spaniards occupied 
their enemy’s position, dispersed them and 
were still pursuing them. 

Hardly a day passes without a Spanish 
report of a battle in which forty or fifty 
Spaniards defeat four or five times their 
number of insurgents, occupied their posi- 
tions, captured their horses, camp utensils, 
old hats, alarm clocks or a pair of sus- 
penders. 

The whole world knows that the Cubans 
starting their rebellion with a handful of 
men in the mountains In the extreme east 
have extended it over the entire island, 
and with 120,000 regulars sent over fronr 
Spain and 80,000 volunteers recruited on 
the island, the government has been power- 
less to check the spread of the revolution, 

The hospitals are full of wounded sgol- 
diers, thousands have died on the field; 
yet the Spanish losses in the official re- 
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the government issues official reports to 

the local papers and te the foreign cor- 
respondents. The press ®@ensor hands them 
out. All news publish here or cabled 
abroad must conform #to these reports. 
Similar reports are cabied to the Spanish 
ministers at Washingt®n, London and 
Paris. 

Censored Report Ridiculous.

In Santiago there are ff@quent encounters 
and all grinding of cane has been stopped; 
the same is true of Santa Clara and Puerto 
Principe. At Matanzas the whole interior 
of the province is alive With rebels. Lacret 
has united a dozen smé@ll bands and has 
nearly 2,000 men under him. They have 
had daily enccunters with Spanish troops 
and continue gaining in strength. 

In Pinar del Rio Macéo is returning to 
the Havana border after a_ triumphal 
campaign and has turned away thousands 
who wished to join his army. The few 
Spanish troops in the province have suc- 
ceeded in holding the capital city and 
Coloma, its port, but evéry other town has 
been entered and occupied by Maceo. In 
Havana province Spaim*’has ‘over 150,000 
troops and holds one #failroad line—the 
one now converted into the ‘‘trocha’’ due 
south from this city. HMvery town on it 
is occupied by a strong force, and every 
train has several carloads of troops. 

Spain and Her Soldiers. 

The Western railroad i® practically aban- 
doned beyond Salud, whieh is fifteen miles 
from here. The Guanajay road is aban- 
doned beyond San Antonio, about seven- 
teen miles from her, } 
road operates only about eighteen miles to 
the eastward. 

The road from San Felipe east to Guines 
and Union has been in the hands of the 
enemy for days. 

The last attempt to rum a train resulted 
in the capture of the engineer and fire- 
man of the exploring engine and turning 
loose of the latter at full speed backward 
toward the train which Was following it. 
The two men are still in the fiands of the 
enemy. Of the four limes of railroads 
which converge at Matanzas not one is 
running.

Engineers Sent Out. 

General Marin has sent five engineers 
from this city by rail to Batabano, where 
they are to take steamer to Cienfuegos and 
cross overland on horseback, escorted by 
troops to Jovellanos, in the center of 
Matanzas province. 

There they are to man five trains of cars 
which have been tied up for weeks. These 
cars are to be loaded with 1,600 newly 
formed cavalry, and the attempt will be 
made to bring the outfit to this city. That 
will give the railroad here additional cars 
to replace those which have been burned 
and the government wiif obtain an addi- 
tional force of cavalry tt dperate along the 
trocha.

MESSENGER FROM GOMEZ. 


Cuban General Was Not Wounded and 
Is Not a Consumptive. 
Havana, February 1, via Tampa, Fla., 
February 3.—I had a long talk with a mes- 
senger from Gomez’s camp last night. He 
was a white Cuban, who has taken his 
life in his hands by passing through the 
lines a dozen times. He had upon his 
person concealed in different places a 
number of letters, one of which was ad- 
dressed to a relative of Gomez in Ber- 
muda and was in the handwriting of the 

commander-in-chief himself. 

The messenger said that Gomez has been 
in the saddle daily for a week; that he is 
surrounded by a band of nearly 4,000 men 
of his immediate followers and who wor- 
ship him as a hero and obey without 
question. The men are nearly all armed 
with rifles and are well mounted. Their 
supply of ammunition, however, is running 
short, and Gomez is anxious to meet 
Maceo, who is said to have obtained a large 
quantity in his campaign of the western 
province. 


Gomez Is Not Dying. 

Gomez is not dying of consumption, says 
the messenger, nor did he kill five Spanish 
infantrymen with his own hand while cut- 
ting his way out of the enemy’s camp, 
into which he accidentally rode—both of 
which sensational yarns were recently sent 
out by the Chicago Associated Press. 

The messenger said that when Gomez 
was told of the reports that he was dying 
of a wound from a Mausur bullet in the 
leg, the wiry old man rose in his 
stirrups and said: 

“Do I look like a dying man?’ 

The messenger left Gomez on the border 
of Pinar del Rio province, west of Guana- 
jay. He said that instead of being defeat- 
ed in the fight with Generals Aldecoa and 
Galvis at Santa Lucia estate, on January 
2ith, the insurgents held their position, 
which was a strong one, and the Spanish 
forces withdrew after losing over twenty 
men. 

The officials at the palace now admit los- 
ing eighteen men in that fight, although 
their first report gave their losses as two 
men wounded. 

My informant said that the entire west- 
ern country beyond San Antonio, which is 
the present limit of railway communication 
in that direction, is in the hands of the 
insurgents. J. F. CLARK. 


AMERICANS WANT A WARSHIP. 


Are Afraid That Spaniards Will Mur- 
der Them. 

Havana, February 1, via Tampa, Fla, 
February 3.—American residents here are 
becoming alarmed as to their safety in 
case the report of the committee of for- 


eign affairs becomes a law. 

The news of the action of the committee 
caused many bitter utterances in the local 
papers against Americans. The . feeling 
against Americans has been fed by news- 
paper editorials and public utterances of 
rabid Spanish office holders to the effect 
that the United States is to blame for all 
the trouble that has come upon Spain. 
The feeling has been intensified since the 
recall of Campos, and American citizens, 
who are merchants, business men, profes- 
sional men and who are permanent resi- 
dents here, are very much worked up over 
the outlook. They would feel much more 
secure if one of Uncle Sam’s warships was 
anchored in the harbor. 

Already reports of severe measures 
against suspects are coming in. The in- 
tense Spanish hatred for Cubana, which 
led to horrible atrocities in the last war, 
is beginning to manifest itself. Only the 
other day, at Hoyo Colorado, a little town 
eighteen miles southwest of Havana, a 
Cuban named Devenatio Suarez, who had 
been arrested on suspicion, was shot dead 
by his guards.

WHAT THE POLITICIANS HAVE TO SAY OF IT 


The Ex-President Will Make No At- 
tempt To Control the Delegation 
from His State. 


Indianapolis, Ind., February 3.—At an 
early hour tonight Captain John K. Gowdy, 
chairman of the republican state central 
committee, called by invitation at the resi- 
dence of General Harrison, when the ex- 
president handed him the following let- 


ter: 

‘Hon. John K. Gowdy, Indianapoiis, Ind. 
—In view of the resolutions passed by ihe 
state central committee at its recent meet- 
ing and of the fact that delegates to the 
national republican convention are soon to 
be chosen in this state, I have concluded 
that some statement from me as to my 
wishes and purposes should now bc made 
to my Indiana friends. 

“Hitherto I have declined to speak to 
the public upon this matter, but scores of 
friends to whom I have talked, and many 
scores mcre tou whom I have written, will 
recognize in this expression the substance 
of what I have said to them. To every 
cne who has proposed to promote my nomi- 
nation I have said: ‘No; there never has 
been an nour since I left the white house 
that I have felt a wish to return to it.’ 

‘“‘My Indiana friends have been most dé- 
voted and faithful and I am their grateful 
debtor. The republican party has twice 
in convention given me indorsemcnt and 
that is enough.

What Politicians Say. 

The politicians close to ex-President Har- 
rison have feared that he would flatly re- 
fuse the use of his name if crowded too 
closely upon the subject and they regard 
the “resolutions of loyaity’’ adopted by 
the state convention last week as the prime 
cause of the letter. Even in spite of these 
resolutions they had hoped that he would 
continue to say rothing and quetly permit 
the use of his name. Nobody here ques- 
tions the entire sincerity of the letter and 
they regard Harrison as definitely out of 
the race. 

In the situation there is little question 
that the Indiana delegates will be largely, 
if not solidly for McKinley. When Gen- 
eral John C. New was seen this evening 
relative to the letter of General Harrison, 
he said the letter meant what it said. ‘“‘It 
takes General Harrison,” said he, ‘“‘entire- 
ly out of the consideration as a candidate 
before the St. Louis convention.

The business was established in 1877 by 
Mr. Wheelock, who built up a large busi- 
ness throughout the country. Two years 
ago they claimed assets of $550,000 and lia- 
bilities of $235,000. Charles B. Lawson is 
the “company.” Mr. Wheelock has also 
been president of the Weber Piano Com- 
pany, of New York, and vice president of 
the Stuyvesant Piano Company, of New 
York. Business has been dull for a year 
past and a large part of their capital was 
tied up in their diversified interests and 
in plants. 

The immediate cause of the assignment 
is that the firm is unable to meet obliza- 
tions assumed by it for the account of the 
Weber Piano Company. 

The Weber Piano Company is in finan- 
cfal d‘fficulties and the directors have 
deemed it best ‘for all concerned to 
apply for the appointment of a receiver. It 
was found upon making up the inventory 
for January ist that the assets, while 
large, are not of such a character as to 
be immediately available for the bonds of 
the company. Trade for a» year pasi in 
hich grade pianos has been very much 
curtailed on account of the hard times. 
The production has thus been lessened, 
while the expenses of carrying on the

MORTON’S MONEY 


Said To Be Circulating in Alabama 
Very Liberally. 


Birmingham, Ala., February 3.—(Special.) 
The story was made public today, but how 
true it is cannot be stated, that a pile of 
money, red-hot from the barrel owned and 
controlled by New York's governor, Mr. 
Levi P. Morton, who is desirous of getting 
the presidential nomination at the hands 
of the republican national convention in 
St. Louis in June, is being distributed in 
the state of Alabama to secure the major- 
ity of the delegation for the venerable old 
gentleman of the Empire State. The bar- 
rel was tapped, according to rumor, on 
last Thursday, when Messrs. Van Cott, ex- 
postmaster of New York City, and Dr. 
Horn, of New York, put in’ their appear- 
ance in Birmingham and began consulting 
with the leading republicans in reference to 
a compromise between the McKinleyites 
and Reedites to place Morton in the lead. 

It is said that the distribution, which has 
already begun, is to be Hberal. There are 
twenty-two delegates to go from Alabama 
to the St. Louis convention and the men, 
who have been “hired’’ to do the work 
will place on the delegation as many col- 
ored men as they can, for they can be han- 
dled with more ‘ease’ than those of white 
parentage. It is not believed Mr. Morton’s 
managers have no company in their effort 
to “‘persuade’”’ an Alabama delegation their 
way. The Reed and McKinley managers 
have not forgotten their constituency in 
Alabama. It is rumored that McKinley 
money is also in circulation in this state. 
At least a lot of negroes are for McKinley, 


some of whom do not deny that the cazh-— 


paign has opened “substantially.” Alabama 
is evidently “‘in it” this year. 


HOPE FOR THE ST. PAUL. 


She Will Float Out Today at Noon with 
the High Tide. 

New York, February 3.—A high tide and 
a heavy northeast wind materially aided 
the wreckers at work on the stranded 
steamship St. Paul this morning. The tugs 
began hauling on the big ship as early as 
10 o’clock. She rocked in her cradle in the 
sand, and this gave the wreckers an ad- 
vantage that they have not yet had in their 
work. At noon the wreckers ceased haul- 
ing on the steamer. When work was stop- 
ped they had moved the big ship fully 
twenty-fie feet. The tugs made no at- 
tempt to work on the steamer this after- 
noon because of the low tide, but opera- 
tions were resumed about 10 o’clock to- 
night. At midnight the ship’s officers re- 
ported over the telephone that the four 
tugs at work had succeeded in moving 
the ship about 150 feet in a northeasterly 
direction. 

At 11:30 o’clock the tide commenced fall- 
ing, but work was not relaxed. 

The waves are beating against the broad- 
sides of the steamer with great force, 
but it is not thought that she has sustained 
any damage. Notwithstanding the heavy 
storm hundreds of people braved 
the storm tonight and stood on Ocean av- 
enue watching the boat move, 

At midnght is wags stated that if the 
St. Paul is not floated tonight she will go 
out with the next floodtide, which occurs 
about noon tomorrow. 

The William Hallison Grounded. 

Wilmington, N. C., February 3.—The 
American schooner WPLliam Hallison with 
phosphate rock for Richmond, Va2., 
grounded on Frying Pan shoals at 2 
o’clock this morning. The vessel bilged 
and is a total loss. The crew left in 
their boats and were picked up by the tug 
Jacob Brandon and brought to this city by 
the brig M. C. Haskell.

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ENGLISH PAPERS 
APPLAUD BAYARD 


They Say That Great Britain Will Regret 
His Withdrawal. 


DECLARE HIM SANS REPROCHE 


One Paper Says He Makes Merry with 
Congress, 


WHICH IS ABOUT THE SAME THING 


He Did with the Entire American Peo< 
ple in Speeches—He Has Not 
Yet Given Denial. 


London, February 4.—The Daily News 
comments upon the fact that Ambasse- 
dor Bayard has issued to the press hig 
correspondence with the Washington gov- 
ernment anent the speeches delivered by 
him at Edinburgh and Boston, which call- 
ed for the resolution of censure adopted 
by the committee of foreign relations of 
the house of representatives. The’ paper 
Says that Mr. Bayard has shown by his 
action that he is as much without fear as 
his ancient namesake, Chevalier Bayard, 
who was “without fear and without re- 
proach.” It adds that more of those who 
read the correspondence with candor will 
think that he is almost equally without 
reproach. It concludes: 

“He makes merry at the expense of con- 
gress. We firmly believe for the sake of 
our great kindred people, that the affair 
will come to nothing. All the same, Mr, 
Bayard had better not do it again.” 

In its comment on the subject The Morn- 
ing Post displays sympathy with Mr. 
Bayard. It contends that according to fhe 
view of the republican majority the busi- 
ness of an ambessador in Europe is to de- 
clare that the American people are the 
highest product of civilization andl to dare 
anybody else to dispute this opinion at 
their peril. It adds that the affair is appa- 
rently another illustration of the humors 
of a presidential election. 

The Standard says that there is a pain- 
ful want of dignity in the manner. in 
which Mr. Bayard’s official critics display 
their resentment. The resolution, the dis- 
patches to the embassy, and the curtness 
with which Mr. Bayerd is taken to task 
exhibit the harsher side of public life in 
America in an unpleasing light. The paper 
expresses sympathy with the ambassador 
and says it hopes that if he retires Amer- 
ica will share the regret that this country 
will feel. 

Bayard Is Playing Baby. 

The United Press learns that Hon; 
Thomas F. Bayard, United States ambas- 
sador here, has authorized President 
Cleveland to announce his resignation in 
the event of a vote adverse to him upon 
the house of representative’s resolution 
censuring him for his utterances in his 
speeches in Edinburgh and elsewhere in 
Great Britain. 

Dispatch to Sir Philip. 

The Daily News will tomorrow publish 
a letter from Urfa in which the writer es- 
timates that the victims of the massacre 
that occurred there on December Sth 
numbered 3,500. The correspondent of The 
Times at Constantinople telegraphs that 
Sir Philip Currie, the British ambassador, 
‘has received a dispatch from Consul Bar- 
ham fully confirming the Turkish official 
report of the barbarity displayed by Ar- 
menians at Zeitoun toward their Moham- 
medan captives. The dispatch says that 
250 Moslems were tortured, murdered and 
mutilated. The correspondent further says 
that the speech delivered Friday night by 
Lord Salisbury fo the non-conformist un- 
ionists in London, in which he declared 
that Great Britain was powerless to do 
more than she had already done for the 
benefit of the Armenians, has _  gfeatly 
pleased the sultan, who has ordered. Cos- 
taki, the Turkish ambassador in London, 
to express his acknowledgments. 


MURDER ON THE QUIET. 


Christians Are Jailed in Turkey and 


Never See Liberty Again. 
Boston, February 3.—The following is 
the first letter received in Boston under a 
January date from one of the disturbed 


districts in Turkey: 

‘‘Aintab, Central Turkey, January 2.—We 
have been wholly unable to comprehend 
how this terrible state of things could con- 
tinue under the very eyes of Christian Eu- 
rope and yet days and weeks go by and 
the darkness shuts down only more dense- 
ty about us. No more mobs are let loose, 
but a dark, fell purpose to utterly crush 
and destroy this people is unmistakably 
indicated. A list of forty principal Chris- 
tians has, we learn, been made out and 
agreed upon, and these men are now being 
called, questioned and detained. What 
this means, only those familiar with Turk- 
ish methods can know. Twenty-five of 
them are now in prison. Aid from Eng- 
tand and America is arriving and the work 
®f relief for this city is well organized and 
most efficiently moneyed. One result of 
these troubles has been to draw the ‘Gre- 
gorian and Protestant communities very 
close together and even their religious ser- 
vices are blended.’ ”’ 

“The felief work is in the hands of a 
general comrmittee and they are making 
systematic and very urgent applications 


for aid from all who have anything where- —

COMMITTEE ON APPROPRIATIONS 


What Was Done Yesterday in the Sen- 
ate Branch of It. 

Washington, February 3.—The senate 
committee on appropriations this morn- 
ing ordered the pension and the military 
academy apropriation bills to be reported 
tomorrow. The estimates of the pension 
bill amounted to $141,384,570, and the house 
passed it with an appropriation of $141,325,- 
820, The senate committee increased it by 
$52,760, the two items of increase being 
$50,000 for fees and expenses of examining 
surgeons and $2,760 for rent of pension 
agencies. As it will be reported to the 
Senate the bill will carry $141,378,580. For 
the current year $141,381,570 was appropri- 
ated. 

As this bill passed the house it 


was 


provided that during the fiscal year 1897 , 


whenever any claim for pension under the 
act of June 29, 1890, has been or shall be 
rejected, suspended or dismissed and a 
new application shall have been filed and 
a pension has been or shall hereafter be 
allowed in such claim such pension shall 
date from the filing of the first application, 
provided the evidence in the case shall 
show a pensionable disability to have ex- 
isted at the time of filing such first appli- 
cation, anyting in any law or ruling of the 
department to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. The senate committee struck out the 
limitation confining such action to the 
fiscal year 1897 and made the provision 
general in its application until the law 
may, in the wisdom of congress, be re- 
pealed. 
Baltzer Against the State. 

When the argument of counsel! in the 
cases of Mattie P. Baltzer, executrix of 
Herman R. Baltzer, et al. vs. the state of 
North Carolina, which was begun in the 
supreme court of the United States this 
morning, shall have been concluded some 
time tomorrow, the court will adjourn for 
the usual February recess, to reassemble 
on the first Monday in March. These 
cases involve the validity of an amend- 
ment to the constitution of the state of 
North Carolina adopted in 1880, forbidding 
the general assembly to pay or authorize 
the payment of any debt or bond created 
by the legislature of 1868-70, except the 
ponds issued to fund the interest of the 
old state debt, unless the proposition to 
pay shall have first been submitted to the 
people and ratified by a majority of the 
electors of the state. The plaintiffs sued 
on a bond issued by the state under an 
act to amend the charter of the Chatham 
Railroad Company of March 11, 1868, which 
bond the state officials refused to pay. 

The supreme court of the state held 
that the amendment referred to was valid 
and that it did not impair the obligations 
of contracts. From that judgment the 
plaintiffs appealed to the supreme court 
of the United States. Twice  be- 
fore argument on the cases had been 
postponed in order that it might be heard 
by a full bench, but today when counsel 
began there were but seven members of 
the court present, Justice Brewer being 
detained by duties on the Venezuelan 
commission and Justice Brown confined 
to his house by an attack of rheumatism. 

The Sugar Bounty Cases. 

The sugar bounty cases from Louisiana 
will be argued in the supreme court of 
the United States when the court recon- 
venes on the first Monday in March. 

The South Carolina liquor cases, four’ 
in number, involving that section of the 
dispensary law of the state which au- 
thorizes the seizure of liquor imported in- 
to the state by a private citizen for his 
own use, will come up for argument im- 
mediately upon the reassembling of the 
court in October. 

Partial Reassignment of Justices. 

The appointment of Mr. Justice Peckham 
to a seat on the bench of the supreme 
court of the United States necessitated a 
partial reassignment of justices to the, 
several circuis and the following changes 
were announced today by the chief justice: 

Mr. Justice Peckham, to the second cir- 
cuit, vice Brown; Mr. Justice Brown, to 
the seventh circuit, vice (Harlan; Mr. Jus- 
tice Harlan, to the sixth circuit (his 
original circuit).

New York’s Cashier Who Suicided Was 


Honest at the Last. 

Rome, N. Y., February 3.—It has been 

learned that the Fort Stanwix National 
bank has been carrying paper to the 
amount of $60,000 or more for the Jones 
Canning Company, of Baltimore, upon 
which it has been unable to realize, and 
that the note which Cashier Barnard left, 
exonerating Bookkeeper Sillenebeck and 
taking all the blame on himself, refers to 
this. 
There is also said to be in the bank paper 
of the late firm of R. M. Bingham & Co., 
representing $36,000, on which all but about 
$10,000 has been paid but nothing credited. 
There are also notes of the late D. B. Prince 
to the amount of $10,000, which cannot be 
realized upon. Mr. Barnard was the as- 
signee of the estate of the late George 
Clarke, the great landowner, and there is 
more or less of this paper in the bank. 

All these things, together with the mis- 
cellaneous papers which are worthless or 
nearly so, will, it is believed, wipe out the 
entire surplus and undivided profits, 
amounting to $170,000. The stockholders of 
the bank are quite positive that the insti- 
tution will be able to pay dollar for dollar. 

The Rome Savings bank this afternoon 
resumed business. It was prepared for a 
run, but none was made. 

The name of the Baltimore company is 
the J. Winslow Jones Packing Company. 
It is stated that this company has $60,000 of 
drafts in the Fort Stanwix bank. In Dun’s 
report for January, 189, the Jones company 
is given no rating. It is stated that sev- 
eral years ago Mr. Jones traveled through 
this section purchasing the output of can- 
ning factories and through the acquaint- 
ance thus formed the company established 
credit at the bank. 


COLONEL THOMPSON DEAD. 


He Was a Confederate Soldier and He 
Was Very Wealthy. 

New York, February 3.—Colonel W. P. 
Thompson died this morning of pneumonia 
at his home, Brookdale, N. J. Colenel 
Thompson was the proprietor of the 
Brookdale stud and also owner of the Rock- 
dale stable. He was vice chairman of the 


Jockey Club. 

Colonel Thompson was born in West Vir- 
ginia and was a confederate soldier of dis- 
tinction. He was engaged in eve®y battle 
of importance that took place in Virginia, 
from the battle of Bull Run to the sur- 
render at Appomattox. After the war 
Colonel Thompson became the editor of a 
West Virginia newspaper. He did much to 
advance the interests of his state and 
finally deifted to New York.

He 
was president of the National Lead Com- 
pany and a director of several banks, r@il- 
roads, mining and other companies. He 
was really the founder of the National Lead 
Company. 

Colonel Thompson owed the foundation 
of his fortune to his connection with the 
Standard Oil Company. He became identi- 
fied with the lead trade about a decade

Mrs. Caney’s Dress Caught and She 
Received Fatal Burns. 

Tweed, Ga., February 3.—(Special.)—A 
horrible accident took place last week at 
the residence of Mr. James Caney, rfre- 
siding near Bruton, by which Mr.

In the old war of 1868-78 it was said to 
be a common practice to take a prisoner to 
the outskirts of a town, give him a tip 
that he could escape and then shoot him 
down as he ran, 

Reports of arrests are made daily but no 
further mention of trial or release or 
execution of prisoners is made. In some 
cases the persons arrested are members 
of prominent families and political influ- 
ence is used to save them.

BRITISH WARSHIP AT HAVANA. 


It Is Said That England Intends To 
Protect Her Citizens. 

Kingston, Jamaica, February 31.—The 
British warship Mohawk, was dispatched 
hastily this afternoon from this port to 
Havana. It is thought by many persons 
here that the cause of her sudden depart- 
ure was that there had been a revolt 
among the Spanish volunteers in the Cu- 
ban capital and that the Mohawk has been 
sent to protect the lives and property of 
British subjects. ‘ 


JUST LIKE THE SPANISH. 


A Portuguese Governor General’s Vic- 
tories Were All Apocryphal. 

London, February 3.—A dispatch to The 
Central News from Lisbon says that R. 
de Andrade, governor general of Goa, the 
Portuguese colony in India, has been re- 
called by the government. Goa has been 
the scene of a revolt against the Portu- 
guese authorities and a number of troops 
there joined the rebels. 

It has been discovered that the telegrams 
sent to Lisbon by De Andrade telling of 
bloody combats with and victories over the 
rebels were apocryphal. In his dispatch 
he mentioned officers who were worthy of 
distinction for the valor displayed by them 
in the face of the enemy. These officers, 
it transpires, are personal friends of the 
governor general, and it has been further 
proved that neither they nor the troops 
have ever met the rebels. 

De Andrade increased his own salary 
from six to ten contos of reis and permit- 


ted his adherents to plunder and murder 
people in the colony. It is likely that he 
will be severely punished. 


NEWS OF SPANISH VICTORY. 


Insurgents Were Put to a Veritable 
‘“Sauve Qui Peut”’ Rout. 

New York, February 3.—The following 
cable dispatch sent from Havana today has 
been received in this city: 

A serious encourter has just been had 
between the troops under command of 
General Marin and the forces of Maximo 
Gomez, the scene of the battle being the 
sugar plantation San Antonio, near San 
Felipe. Colonel Calinto Ruise, in command 
of seven squadrons, charged impetuously 
upon the advance of the insurgents, driv- 
ing them in confusion before him, and 
eontinuing his march the troops came up 
with the bulk of the enemy’s forces, which 
were encamped on the above named plan- 
tation. The attack of the Spanish forces 
was so furious that the insurgents broke 
precipitately and the rout became a sauve 
qui peut. The insurgents left twenty dead 
on the field, eleven of whom were killed 
by the bayonet. Besides these they had 
many wounded and lost many prisoners. 
The troops succeeded in capturing large 
quantities of arms, ammunition and camp 
equipments 


ANOTHER BODY FOUND. 


Well-Known Telegraph Operator Kill- 
ed at the Rigoletts. 

New Orleans, La., February 3.—When the 
Louisville and Nashville freight train of 
twenty-two cars plunged into the open 
drawbridge at the Rigoletts, thirty-one 
miles east of here, on the morning of Jan- 
uary 7th, it was thought that a number 
of tramps had gone down in the cars, and 
all were drowned. Some were subsequent- 
ly accounted for, but the train crew agreed 
that there was a telegraph operator riding 
in one of the cars. His name could not 
be learned, and.the fate of the unknown 
operator has remained somewhat in doubt 
until yesterday, when the body of Thomas 
A. Fenton, a well-known operator, was 
found in the channel.

Macon Speaking Out. 

The citizens of Macon are taking action 
@gainst the proposition to transfer Bibb 
county to the northern United States judi- 
cial district, and remove the residence of 
Judge Speer from Macon. President R. 
Rogers has issued a call for a meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce tomorrow morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock and President J. W. Cab- 
niss has ‘ssued a call for a meeting of the 
Young Men's Business League tomorrow 
morning at 11 o’clock, to take action to 
arrest and Gefeat, if possible, the bill that 
is proposed to bt introduced in congress 
for removing the headquarters of the Unit- 
ed States court from Macon. The following 
telegram was sent to Congressman Bart- 
lett this morning: 

““Macon, Ga., February 3, 1896.—Hon. C. L. 
Bartlett, Member of Congress, Washing- 
ton, D. C.: We urgently request you to 
withhold action on bill you contemplate in- 
troducing which transfers Bibb to the 
northern district. We think you will find 
that public sentiment does not favor the 
change.”’

TAXING THE EXPRESS COMPANY. 


The. Decree Entered Yesterday in the 


Court at Augusta. 

Augusta, Ga., February 3.—(Special.)—

company, it was liable for taxation here, 
not only upon the assets of the company 
in the local office at Augusta, but through- 
out the country.

The Differences That Have Existed Be- 
(ween the Baseball People. 


ATLANTA IN THE SOUTHERN 


And the Indications Are That She Will 
Play There This Season—The 
Close Comes Today. 


The baseball muddle which has been on 


in Atlanta for the past two months still 


exists. 

Two attempts to dispel the uncertainty 
and dissipate the chaotic condition of af- 
fairs in Atlanta, were made during the 
day yesterday, but nothing definite was 
done. Ttha parties interested, however, 
will have another today when everything 
will be satisfactorily and finally adjusted. 

In the meantime Atlanta is a member of 
the Southern Association of Baseball Clubs, 
and a subject of President Henry Powers, 
of New Orleans. 

The Atlanta franchise in the Southern 
League is owned and controlled by a joint 
company composed, among others, of Hon, 
Joseph Hunrt, perisdent; Mr. Monroe L. 
Bickart, vice president; Mr. J. M. Dick- 
inson, secretary and treasurer; Mr. Wal- 
ter Crosby, Mr. Steve Postell and Mr. I. 
Opperheim, members of the board of di- 
rectors. These same gentlemen, with a few 
others who have been stockholders all 
along, have stood the brunt of the bills and 
have” carried baseball, never a winner 
financially, through many baseball seasons. 

Last year was not a winner, and as the 
gentlemen who had been at the head for 
sO many years were doing nothing in the 
way of preparing for ‘96. Mr. Bosche 
thought nothing would be done, and join- 
ed gentlemen representing Macon, Savan- 
nah,* Augusta, Columbus and Charleston 
in the formation of the Southeastern, 

The Southeastern was organized, and 
recognition with the necessary protection 
Was secured with Atlanta as a member. 

But President Young could ‘not give pro- 
tection to a league or association having 
Atlanta a member until the owners of the 
franchise in the association he has known 
so long, were willing to it. It appears at 
the time President Young accepted the 
money from the Southeastern for protec- 
tion he was of the opinion that he was 
granting a protection to the people with 
whom he had been dealing so many years. 
Then when he _ “found that there ‘had 
been a change, he simply gave the owners 
of the franchise in the two organizations a 
clear interpretation of the law. 

While he did not say so in so many words, 
President Young announced that Atlanta 
was st:ll a member of the Southern League 
and would remain so until Atlanta, through 
the membership of that organization, pull- 
ed out of it. 

The construction of the situation in At- 
lanta laid down by President Young left 
it plain to all that Atlanta was a part 
and parcel of the Southern Association, 
until the owners announced ae re- 
tirement from that organization. Then 
it was that Mr. Bosche, representing the 
Atlanta end of the Southeastern League, 
negotiated with the parties, owning the 
Atlanta franchise in the Southern. The 
negotiations culminated in the two meet- 
ings indicated yesterday, but, as has been 
Stated, nothing definite was done, and an- 
other meeting will take place today. 

The probabilities are that the Southeast- 
ern, which, so far, has no rights, will retire 
from the field, leaving the Southern master 
of the situation. 

The Southeastern’s representatives in At- 
lanta have complied with every demand, 
and are ready to go to work while the 
others have done very little, but will be on 
hand when the bell taps month after next.

Notwithstanding strong declara- 
tion made from the home of the secre- 
tary of state, it is to be hoped that the 
voice of the American people will make 
itself heard, and that those in authority 
will be foreed to give that recognition 
it is 
proper they should receive. Why Mr. 
Cleveland should be interested in the 
success of Spain, or in the success, for 
that matter, of any country when pur- 
suing a course of tyranny toward unfor- 
tunate subjects, is hard to ascertain. 
But whatever his opinions are in the 
matter, there is no doubt as to that of 
the American people. They want to 
see Cuba free, and no pressure will be 
sufficient to stifle that desire. 
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A Strange Franchise. 

The king of Belgium is an old man, 
& sonless man, and probably the last 
monarch whose sway will be recognized 
by the people of that country. 

Belgium has long since lost her be- 
lief in the right divine of kings. Her 
people are eminently democratic. In the 
elections of the past few years the so- 
cial democrats have been outvoted but 
not outnumbered, a result growing out 
of peculiar election laws. The working- 
man of Belgium has but one vote if he 
is Single, and two if he has a wife and 
children. In this way the women vote 
with their husbands as proxies. The 
man of property has an additional vote, 
and if he is well educated, still another. 
One man may, therefore, cast four times 
as many votes as the average unmar- 
ried mechanic. — 

But notwithstanding this disadvan- 
tage, the social democratic party of Bel- 
gium has thirty-two of the ninety-odd 
members of the house of deputies, the 
popular branch of the legislature. In 
the senate a strict property qualification 
rules out the common people. The peo- 
ple have been educating themselves up 
to the democratic standard, and they 
now await the demise of the reigning 
king, when a republic will probably be 
proclaimed. The fact that the king has 
no son to succeed him renders this plan 
easier—so much so that it is now be- 
lieved that it wH] take place by default.

Secretary Smith’s Reminiscences. 

Secretary Smith has had a talk with 
George Alfred Townsend, the well- 
known newspaper correspondent. The 
secretary and the correspondent met at 
a banquet, where they stretched their 
legs under the mahogany and talked 
leisurely and in a restful way about 
many interesting matters. 

As the banquet proceeded, the secre- 
tary grew reminiscent, and in the course 
of his remarks, made this statement: 

I think the idea exists, or once did exist, 
in the north, that I was a Bourbon, a re- 
actionary opposed to new things obstinatd- 
ly. Just the contrary has been my record 
in Georgia. I have been on the side of 
liberality, utility, development, and strict 
financial and economical science. I was 
in favor of low tariff (he did not Say no 
tariff), sound money—if necessary, gold; 
in favor of bringing our politics to business 
realities, and I know very well that we 


need full intercourse, more population, the 
promotion of our schools, and so on. 


The New York Sun, in which George 
Alfred Townsend prints: his report of 
the secretary’s talk, conveys the idea 
that matter of this kind comes under 
the head of discourses on the science of 
government. We shall not dispute the 
particular point with a contemporary so 
well equipped in office cats and so well 
grounded in polemics. 

The secretary calls attention to the 
fact that he was never a Bourbon, nor 
a reactionary, nor opposed to new things 
obstinately; that he has been in favor 
of liberality, utility, and the like; and 
that he “was in favor of low tariff, 
sound money—if necessary, gold.” 

Now, the secretary managed to forget 
one thing that belongs to his political 
eareer in Georgia. It is not strange, 
perhaps, that it should have escaped 
his memory, considering the many and 
varied thoughts that a cabinet officer is 
compelled to think; but it should certain- 
ly have a prominent place among his 
reminiscences. He forgot to inform 
“Gath” that one branch of the “strict 
financial and economical science” which 
he was “on the side of” in Georgia, was | 
a corn-cob paper currency. And this 
was just shortly before his appointment 
to the cabinet. 

A fact so important as this should not 
be left out of any catalogue of the sec- 


] “strict financial and economical science,” 


a corn-cob currency, based on taters, 
goobers and other non-perishable pro- 
ducts is not to be sneezed at. The 
secretary says he “was In favor of sound 
money—gold, if necessary.” He was 
telling “Gath” of his political career in 
Georgia before he became a cabinet 
officer, and the statement is interesting 
on that account; for if he was for 
“sound” money, “gold, if mecessary,” 
he took pains to conceal that fact. He 
took so much pains, indeed, that he 
covered it up with a statement over his 
own signature that he was not only in 
favor of “the free coinage of silver,” but 
also “a currency based on the non- 
perishable farm products.” 

This was before the secretary left 
Georgia for Washington, and the peo 
ple of Georgia never knew until after 
he had been in the cabinet for some 
time that he was in favor of the single 
gold standard. And they will read with 
surprise his statement to the effect that, 
at the very time he was stating in print 
over his own name that he was in 
favor of a currency based on taters and 
goobers, he was in favor of “sound 
money—gold, if necessary.” 

He was advocating the corn-cob eur- 
rency in 1892, and the people never 
knew he had changed his opinions until 
after he had got in the cabinet. 

iininhiiiiiaiiilic 
President Diaz To Be Opposed. 

The pending canvass for the presidgncy 
of the republic of Mexico is likely to 
give that country the first political ex- 
citement it has experienced since 1876. 

When Porfirio Diaz took possession of 
the presidency, upon the flight of Presi- 
dent Tejada, it was with such a firm 
grip that no one else had the heart or 
the nerve to oppose him. Added to his 
strong hold upon the government, dis- 
couraging professional revolutionists, 
President Diaz developed those traits 
of practical statesmanship which drew 
to him the business and conservative 
forces not only of Mexico but of all 
countries which held trade relations 
with that country. The result was that 
a land which had been devastated by 
chronic revolution became peaceable and 
orderly, personal rights became secure 
and full protection was assured to in- 
vested capital. 

With but one interval, in which Pres- 
ident Gonzales was the chief magistrate, 
Diaz has remained at the head of the 
Mexican government. He has led his 
people not only into the paths of ma- 
terial prosperity, but he has gained for 
his country a standing among the na+ 
tions of the earth such as the men who 
followed Juarez could never have dream- 
ed of. 

Now at the end of twenty years there 
are Mexicans wha think that there 
should be a& change of administration. 
Several candidates have been named by 
the opposition, among others, General 
Bernardo Reyes, governor of Nuevo 
Leon, who has popularly been regarded 
as the political heir of the president. 
While it is proper that there should be 
frequent changes of administration in 
a republic, yet it is with some misgiving 
that the world would view a change in 
Mexico. President Diaz has been so 
public-spirited, so far-seeing, so evident- 
ly the man for the place, that those who 
have viewed the progress of Mexico 
under his rule would regret to see 
him sueceeded by one less capable. 

It is not likely, however, that the man 
lives in Mexico who can defeat President 
Diaz.

The Stroke of War.

Mr. James Swann also accompanied the 
family to ANanta. It was a dreary pil- 
grimage at that time to the war-wasted 
town of Atlanta. It was necessary to get 
miuca*y passes from one district to an- 
other. The family care over the rail- 
roads as far as Cartersville and fruin there 
by wagon to Atlanta. At Chattanooga 
the family met General Austell, and Wil- 
liam Inman, the brother of Shadragh In- 
man, formed a partnership with him for 
the cotton business in New York. Mr. 
John Inman and Mr. James Swann went 
in with the firm as clerks and since have 
become proprietors and controllers of the 
largest cotton business in the world.  In- 
ducements were made Mr. Inman to settle 
in Macon and Augusta, but with an eye 
always keen to the best business interests, 
he selected Atlanta and determined to 
settle here. 

His First Work. 

His first work in Atlanta was to take 
charge of a little store on Whitehall street. 
At the same time he put Mr. Hugh Inman 
in charge of a store on the other side. A 
small stock of dry goods was bought and 
in this way his business in this city began. 
For a few months he worked at the White- 
hall street store and was afterwards em- 
ployed at a mill which he helped to build. 
Some years afterwards he went into the 
cotton business with Mr. Walker Inman, 
his brother, and his son, Mr. S. M. Inman. 
The cotton business at that time was very 
profitable and the firm prospered. At 
first the firm was S. W. Inman & Co. 
Afterwards Mr. Shadrach Intran moved 
for awhile to Tennessee, and the name of 
the firm was changed to 8S. M. Inman 
& Co. 

After the Storm. 

This in a way gives an insight into the 
happenings in the life of the noble man. 
Twenty years ago he retired from active 
business life. The storm was over. His 
best days were spent. He was careful 
in the observations of the laws of health, 
and knew that a constant strain in his 
old age was not best for him. 

During the last days of his life he lived 
with his daughter, Miss Jennie Inman, at 
the corner of North avenue and Peachtree 
street. His nephew, Mr. Ralph Jenkins, 
has been his constant companion. He was 
surrounded by his sons, none of whom 
lived far distant. It was in his old age 
that the sweet and modest disposition of 
this wonderful man was felt most. The 
sturdy principle of honesty had character- 
ized every act of his life. He had breast- 
ed the blows of circumstance, and made 
by force his merit known. The principles 
he had espoused, the conditions he had 
adhered to and his ideas of right and 
wrong, were stamped into the lives of his 
sons. The text of his splendid career was 
impressed upon all about him. He took 
great pride in his children and in their 
success and all found the greatest pleas- 
ure in association with him. 

Until last year he was accustomed to 
walk to the office of Mr. S. M. Inman every 
afternoon. Here he was a great favorite 
with the young men, and always exhibited 
the keenest interest in their trials, their 
experiences and their success. 

His Religious Faith. 

Mr. Inman was a Presbyterian and his 
family was raised in that creed. He was 
rather diffident and shy in his convictions, 
but they were strong and deep laid. There 
was nothing loud in his religion. It was 
plain and simple and pure, of the old-time 
school, but potent, and strong in directing 
his career. 

This strong faith left its imprint upon 
all the family. Mr. Inman knew that the 
end was near. He talked with his sons 
and pastor regarding death, and looked 
upon it calmly. He was not afraid. 

When the End Came. 

Yesterday morning it was seen that he 
could not last through the day. He was 
rapidly sinking. A great life was ebbing 
away. His sons were there—those strong, 
successful men—upon whom had been 
stamped the peculiar individuality of their 
sturdy sire. 

His physicians, Drs. Earnest, Cooper and 
Armstrong, said that he could not last 
but a few hours longer. The end came 
quietly, peacefully, without a struggle, like 
the sleep of a little child. 

A brave man had gone. A patriarch had 
fallen. A fruitful life had passed away. 
But ‘he left a legacy to the world—not in a 
material sense. He had given his children, 
men of onble nature. Had he done noth- 
ing more than this, his life would have 
been a success. They have succeeded in 
acquiring the world’s goods, but wealth 
and position have brought no scandal. 
They Yetain the simple code of morais 
which their father taught them in the farm- 
house in East Tennessee. They cling to 
the simple faith of the man they mourn 


terns. personal friends of Mr. Shadrach 
Inman have passed away long ago, but 
there are thousands who will mourn his 
loss and do honor to his memory through- 


out the south today.

Aged Pioneer Passes Away in the Death 
of Mr. Levi C. Wells. 


HONORED CITIZEN OF ATLANTA 


Something of His Early Career—Was 
Beloved and Respected by All 
Who Knew Him. 


Mr. Levi C. Wells, one of the oldest and 
most respected citizens of Atlanta, died 
at his home on Whitehall street, Sunday 
morning at the ripe old age of sixty-eight. 
Gradually thease honored old landmark 
citizens, who witnessed the birth of this 
city and who helped to steer her safely 
out of adversity into her present prosperity, 
are passing away. 

Mr. Levi C. Wells was one of the oldest 
pioneers in this section. He was born in 
1827 near Athens, Tenn., and moved to At- 
larta just forty years ago. He was at that 
time one of the wealthiest men in the city, 
being a successful dry goods and cotton 
merchant, and his place of business was 
located on the lot now occupied by the 
Globe Shoe and Clothing Company, on 
Whitehall street. 

The war came on, and he, like many 
other southern merchants, suffered accord- 
ingly. His cotton was burned and his dry 
goods establishment also succumbed to the 
dreadful depressions of that period. In 1861 
he was married to Miss Ellen Moore, a 
daughter of one of the most respected fam- 
ilies in Greene county, and two children 
were born as a result of the union—Misses 
Susie and Annie, who are now living. 

Mr. Wells was deputy sheriff of Fulton 
county for a number of years, and was

also a member of the city council, both be- 
fore and after the war. He was a stanch 
ppohibitionist, @nd took active interest in 
the elections for the purpose of wiping out 
the liquor traffic in the state. He was a 
man of high moral character, and enjoyed 
the good will of all his fellow citizens. 

Notwithstanding the fact that his for- 
tunes were depleted as a result of the late 
war, and of his immediate retirement from 
business thereafter, he leaves quite a large 
amount of property for his widow and chil- 
dren.

DEATH OF A BRIDE 


A Young Husband Gives His Wife a Fatal 
Drug Too Often. 


HOPED TO RELIEVE HER 


Mrs. Louise Smith, the Bride of a Few 
Days, Dies Despite the Work 
of Physicians. 


—— 


The true story of the sudden death of 
Mrs. Louis Smith, the bride of a few days, 
which occurred at 31 Ponders avenue, 
early Sunday morning, has not yet been 
told. 

It appears that in endeavoring to com- 
fort his young wife by giving her a drug 
prescribed by a physician, Mr. Smith ad- 
ministered the draught which ended the 
life of his bride. 

The couple came to Atlanta from Grané 
Rapids, Mich., a short time ago, the wife 
at that time being Miss Elizabeth Crow- 
ley. She preceded her future husband, Mr. 
Smith, two or three weeks, and was visit- 
ing friends in this city at the time of the 
marriage one day last week. Mr. Smith 
came down from Grand Rapids, according 
to promise, and several days ago he led 
Miss Crowley to the marriage altar at the 
Church of the Immaculate Conception. 

A day or two after the happy marriage 
Mrs. Smith complained of sickness and 
she was compelled to take to her bed. Not 
recovering promptly, Mrs. Smith asked 
for a physician and one was secured by the 
anxious husband. Dr. Timmons attended 
the young bride and he found her quite 
ill, It appears that the young woman had 
at times used morphine in previous trou- 
ble of the kind and the physician pre- 
scribed three doses of the drug for her. 
That was on Saturday night. 

The young husband had the prescription 
filled and he returned to the sick room, 
remaining by his wife’s side and endeav- 
oring to comfort her. He watched the 
young hope of his life, whom he had trav- 
eled hundreds of miles to wed, and gave 
her every attention. Mrs. Smith complain- 
ed of great pain and one of the morphine 
doses was given her early in the night. 
The drug did not appear to relieve the 
pain of Mrs. Smith and later she took an- 
other. Still the drug had no apparent 
effrect and in the fond hope of relieving the 
sufferings of his bride the husband allow- 
ed her to take the third dose of the drug. 

Sent for the Physicians. 

For a time Mrs. Smith appeared to be in- 
different to the power of the drug, but 
shortly after midnight Saturday night the 
husband roticed a change in her cundi- 
tion. He feared that the drug had acted 
adversely and that his wife was growing 
unconscious. Thinking that it would be best 
to have a physician at his wife’s side Mr. 
Smith summoned Dr. Timmons and Dr. 
George Pierce early Sunday morning. 
When the physicians reached tue sick 
room they found that Mrs. Smith was 
under the influence of the opiate and they 
at once set about'to save her. 

The young wife’s eyes had already con- 
tracted and the physicians realized that 
her condition was very serious. Electric 
batteries and other restoratives were ap- 
plied, but wif no effect. It was too late. 
The young woman breathed her last before 
5 o’clock and left her sorrowing husband 
alone. He was grief stricken at the unfor- 
tunate turn and greatly deplored the unex- 
pected action of the drug. The body of the 
young wife was prepared and taken hack 
to her home city for interment, the sgor- 
rowing husband returning with it. 


A Strange Malady. 

Some of the friends of the young wo- 
man were skeptical about the reported 
death of Mrs. Smith Sunday morning. It 
appears that on one or two occasions in 
the past she has been thought dead by 
reason of a strange malady which took 
possession of her. It is said that on those 
occasions she appeared to be dead and was 
so pronounced, it shocking those at her 
side to see life restored after a short time. 
Her body grew cold and deathlixe and her 
friends believed that she was no more, It 
seems that the Atlanta friends of the 
young woman knew of «the strange fatal- 
ity and they insisted on a thorouzh exami- 
nation of the body Sunday morning. This 
time the end had come and the nhys:cfans 
declared Mrs. Smith dead. 


A Sad Return Home. 


The case is a very sad one and ft has 
caused much talk in the western part of 
the city. Mrs. Smith had hoved to return 
to Grand Rapids with her husband and 
when she was stricken with sicxness short- 
ly after the marriage every effort was 
made to restore her to health. Mr. Smith 
traveled to Atlanta to marry the young 
woman he had loved in their northern 
home and to lose her forever so soon after 
leading her to the altar of marriage end 
hope was indeed a sad blow to him. It was 
with a grief-stricken heart that he left 
for home to bury the remains of his cher- 
ished young wife.

Chairman Ellis Calls Them To Select 
a New Committee.

The Bulls Have Had Possession of Wheat 


for Several Days. 


A REACTION EXPECTED SOON 


Though at Present News Is Bullish. 


Stocks and Cotton Both Close at 
Lower Prices. 


New York, February 3.—The passage of 


@ free coinage bill by the senate on 
Saturday, as generally expected in well- 
informed financial circles, had no special 
influence on prices at the stock exchange. 
In fact the reactionary tendency of the 
stock market, which was its characteristic 
today, was chiefly due to lower cables 
from London and to the disposition on the 
part of the local operators to reduce their 
lines until the outcome of the new gov- 
ermment loan subscription is known. There 
were a few stocks which displayed weak- 
ness, notably Lead, Sugar and General 
Electric. Lead fell 1% to 25, the death of 
President Thompson having been used 
against the stock. Sugar sold down from 
107% to 1064, the rumors about the prob- 
abie action of the reichstag in the matter 
of a bounty on exported German sugars 
having had an adverse effect. General 
Electric dropped from 3% to 27% on de- 
nials of the stories current last week that 
the company had secured the contract to 
equip the Manhattan elevated road with 
electric power. There was no pressure 
to sell, however, and late in the day, when 
the posted rates of sterling exchange 
were reduced to 4.87 and $4.88%, a net de- 
cline of lc for the day, the market for 
stocks showed an improving’ tendency. 
The importations of gold and a belief that 
the new government bond loan will be 
largely over-subscribed added to the firm- 
ness of stocks in the late trading. The 
heaviness of sterling exchange was gen- 
erally accepted as meaning that the for- 
eign subscriptions will be large, and this 
added to the anxiety of the shorts in the 
late trading. The market closed about 
steady in tone. Net changes show losses 
of %@1% per cent, Missouri Pacific, Gen- 
eral Electric and Lake Shore leading.

Flour and Grain Notes. 


From The Wall Street Journal. 

The output of flour last week at Min- 
neapolis was 212,000 barrels and at Su- 
perior-Duluth 35,365 barrels. The sales at 
Minneapolis were quite good, amounting 
for the week to 310,000 barrels. Prices were 
advanced 15 to 20 cents, Which was not 
followed by buyers. Some patent was sold 
for export but not as much as the previ- 
ous week. The domestic trade was scat- 
tering. At Superior-Duluth the output the 
current week is expected to be about 
30,000 barrels. Flour exports from Min- 
neapolis were 82,555 barrels, against 81,750 
barrels the previous week and 23,300 bar- 
rels last year. 

The Modern Miller say the condition 
of the growing winter wheat ‘plant im- 
proved last week. The extent of this im- 
provement is described by the distribution 
of moisture, which includes rain in the 
Ohio valley, snow in eastern and southern 
Nebraska, southern lowa, Missouri and 
Kansas, extending to northern Oklahoma 
and Arkansas. The Pacific coast has 
again been visited ‘by heavy rains, the 
drought in that region being effectually 
broken, and the winter wheat crop out- 
look greatly improved. The demand for 
winter wheat has increased very rapidly 
throughout the winter wheat milling re- 
zion. The demand for wheat from the 
Pacific coast for Australia and south 
Africa continues as urgent as ever. Those 
points have already taken over 530,000 tons 
froth San Francisco, and our advices this 
morning state that the demand from Cape 
Town and Sydney will apparently require 
as much more. 

Dornbusch says that the total output 
of wheat in the province of Buenos 
Ayres in 1895 was equal to 20,000,000 bush- 
els and before the rains a larger crop 
was anticipated this year, but the dam- 
age resulting from the wet weather has 
reduced the estimate. 

The Price Current says there has been a 
continuance of mild weather in the winter 
wheat states and the position of the plant 
is. not materially although there 

snow in some 


| localities freezing and thawing is telling 


quite seriously on the growth. 

The trade in flour has been irregular 
the past week, with prices held higher for 
neatly everything, especially in the bet- 
ter grades. The actual trading basis has 
not advanced to keep pace with the gain 
in asking prices, but with the continuance 
of a firm wheat market holders express 
confidence of further improvement. So 
far, however, there has been apparently 
sufficient flour for the demands of the 
trade at prices below mill limits, indi- 
cating perhaps the closing out Qf stocks 
previously bought. This has been the case 
apparently in both spring patents and 
winter straights, Bakers have improved 
somewhat, but are dull. Low grades, 
both spring and winter, have been moving 
slowly and have shown a very small dis- 
position to advance, following the improve- 
ment in better grades. A little more ac- 
tivity has, however, recently developed 
in lower grade winters. Export business 
continues irregular. 


Lamson Bros. & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


Chicago, February 3.—For a_short time 
this morning there seemed to be a cessa- 
tion to the bull enthusiasm in wheat, while 
Liverpool was quoted from %@%d higher.

q fhe Construction of the Highway Is Being 


‘Urged in Washington, 


> AN APPROPRIATION ASKED FOR 


2 Congressman Livingston Writes That 


the Outlook Is Promising, 


| ymReE POUTES HAVE BEEN SURVEYED 


County Commissioners Are Working 


jin Co-Operation with the Con- 
gressmen and Are Hopeful.

-‘Ynless some unforeseen obstacle prevents, 
Atlanta and Fulton county will have a 
proad, smoothly-paved government drive; 
way leading from the center of the city to 
Fort McPherson, 

The matter is being actively pushed in 
Washington by the senators and congress- 
men from the state, and the county com- 
missioners have renewed their efforts in 
agitating the matter at this end of the 
line. With combined efforts of all, it is 
expected that the amount of money neces- 
gary for the construction of the road will 
be appropriated, and before the summer 
months have arrived active work will have 
begun on the proposed boulevard. 

Several routes have been surveyed from 
the center of the city to the fort, and mahy 
experiments have been made bythe civil en- 
gineers who-were employed to run the lines 
Colonel Jacobs. of the United States army, 
has given the movement his heartiest ap- 
proval; the sanction of the war depart- 
ment has been obtained, and a bill, which 
passed both houses at the last meeting of 
the general assembly, favored the establish- 
ing of the road in strong terms. The coun- 


ty officials and the genera] council of At- 


lanta have added their indorsement and 
approval, and the papers have been sent 
to Congressman Livingston at Washing- 
ten. 

A letter received recently by County Com- 
missioner Walter R. Brown from Congress- 
man Livingston shows that the road had 
been given his best attention, and when the 
proper time arrives, he hopes to be able to 
wecure a bill appropriating ail of the money 
that may be needed with which to con- 
struct the road and care for it and keep it 
im repair after it has been built. § Ifthis 
appropriation is secured, and there now 
seems to be no doubt about, work will be 
begun in a few months and Atlanta will 
have a broad thoroughfare from the center 
ef the city to the barracks, a distance of 
more than four miles. 


f, Several Routes Surveyed. 


Several routes have been surveyed from 
Atlanta to the fort. All of the three leave 
the fort from the front entrance op the 
Central railroad and iead off in an easterly 
direction. For a few hundred yards the 
road runs perfectly straight, but when 
that distance has been covered, it makes 
an abrupt turn, almost at right angles, 
and is then practically straight until Geor- 
gia avenue is reached. From Georgia 
Savenne the road will follow that sireet to 
Pryor, and then will run into the center of 
the city over Pryor street, 

Another route is for the road to be con- 
tinued until Smith street is reached, 
branching into Smith and eontinuing to 
Whitehall and from Whitehall to the union 
depot. This route will be practically the 
game as the other, except it will cross 
Georgia avenue and run into Smith street, 
a few blocks further in the same direction, 
and instead of coming into the city over 
Pryor, it will come by Whitehall street. 

There is still another route which has 
been surveyed, and the probable cost of the 
line submitted in the report of the en- 
gineers. This route is entirely different 
from the other two, although the three 
routes were surveyed at the same time, The 
last named suryey which the engineers 
have indicated as the line for the road- 
Way is to leave the barracks from the 
general entrance, make a direct line for 
the old waterworks, circle around that 
property, go to Grant park, then to Mc- 

’s monument, and, striking the 
Boulevard, join that street in linking the 
barracks to Piedmont park. 


Other Lines Suggested. 

Though there have been only three dis- 

and separate routes surveyed, there 
have been many lines suggested by parties 
interested in the country through which 
the road is to pass. As it is expected that 
‘property holders along the line will aid in 
the petition for the road, many requests 
and intimated donations have been received 
by the county commissioners. . 

The barracks is located a little south of 
West from the city, and is three miles be- 
yond West End. There is a roadway to 
Westview cemetery which could be used 
acceptably, as portions of the road have 
been graded. Of course, all the rubble 
stane would be removed and the pavement 
be made uniform, but the grade of the 
oad would, perhaps, save a large expendi- 
ture of money. It has been suggested that 
the road be built out Gordon street through 
West End, turning a little to the right 
when the limits were passed and then mak- 


oa ing a direct line to the fort.

Mr. Brown Is Active. 


Mr. Walter R. Brown. of the county 
board of commissioners, is Saewastiy wack, 
ing in co-operation with the Washington 
authorities. He has accomplished inter- 
esting and practicable results, which will 
be of aid to the government when the work 
is ge ° 

‘The prospect for the roadwa is bright? 
er today than it has ever been before,” vee 
Mr. Brown yesterday. ‘The matter is be- 
ing urged by our senators and congressmen 
and I am of the cpinion that the bill for an 
appropriation will not fail to be passed, 
Iverybody wants the road and the citizens 
of the county are active in giving the mat- 
ter their attention. For myself I can only 
Say that everything that is possibie is be- 
ing done and I am assured from present 
prospects that the road is a certainty. 

Just how soon work will be begun, I 
Cant say. It is a large undertaking, you 
will readily see, and it takes time and labor 
to get the movement through. The road 
may be in operation and open to business 
before many months shall have passed by; 
then again it may be several months be- 
fore the amount necessary is placed in the 
hands of those who will build the driveway. 

The road has been given the indorse- 
ment of the county commissioners and the 
feneral council, and you will remember a 
bill was passed at the last general assem- 
bly, instriicting all the congressmen to 
work for the passage of the appropriation. 
I understand that all of the representatives 
of the state are doing all they can in Wash- 
ington and I expect to hear a very favorable 
report from them in a short while. At this 
end we are all working and are receiving 
much encouragement.” 


The Routes Wisely Selected. 


“The routes that have been surveyed 
from the city to the barracks are direct 
and well adapted for a government road. 
The one which is to run out Whitehall to 
Smith street passes through the best part 
of town and will give the residents of that 
part of the city a splendid street through 
the city and a driveway or boulevard out 
to the fort. The route along Georgia ave- 
nue is also a good one and will be of great 
value to the city in opening up that part 
as a residence portion. 

‘The route back of Grant park is good, 
for a visitor can leave Piedmont park over 
the Boulevard, strike the government road, 
pass by McPherson's monument, see Grant 
park, take in the old waterworks and then 
end up at the barracks. That is an espe- 
cially good route. No mistake would be 
made in following either and if we are suc- 
cessful in getting the appropriation, there 
will be no trouble in getting from the city 
to the fort in an easy and direct way.”’ 

That Circle Around the City. 

The county commissioners to a man are 
pleased with the idea to encircle the city 
with a wide, smooth boulevard. a 
gaining daily in popularity and many fa- 
vorable opinions were made yesterday. In 
conjunction with the government road, 
which would form a connecting link, the 
entire city would be bounded by those 
broad paved streets. 

**I am in favor of the proposed city drive- 
way,” said Commissioner Forrest Adair. 
‘That is just what we all want. It is a 
capital idea and you will not find anybody 


‘opposed to that.” 


Mr. W. R. Brown wants to see the city 
driveway built. 

“Now that is just what Chicago is doing, 
although that city is going to do much 
more than we propose. Chicago is going to 
construct a driveway one hundred yards 
wide and one hundred miles long. This will 
be the best roadway probably in the world. 
We only want to build one about one-tenth 
as long as that, and we must do these 
things in order not to be left behind the 
other cities. The roadway around the city 
will make an excellent impression on visi- 
tors and I want to see it in operation.” 

Commissioner Kontz believes we can’t 
do a better thing than build this driveway. 

“Build it by all means and work it up 
ins connection with the government road. 
Let’s have both and then we will be given 
an opportunity to pleasantly spend the 
summer afternoons in our carriages on the 
boulevard, as they do in Paris.’’ 

Chairman C. A. Collier, of the board, is 
right in line for the city circle road. He 
said*that if it could be built it would mean 
much for the city. It would make a good 
impression upon visitors and strangers and 
would show that Atlanta was keeping up 
with other cities in the march of progress 
and enterprise. 

Mr. Joe Thompson wants to see the city 
encircled. He says the road is just the 
thing and will be delighted if it can be 
built, and the sooner the better. In fact 
all of the commissioners heartily approve of 
the idea and give the movement their 
strongest indorsement. 


TRYING TO GET HIM FREE. 


Attorney Wolff Will Try To Get Led- 
better Out of Jail. 

Eugene Ledbetter, the alleged diamond 
thief, will be tried before Judge Reid very 
soon, possibly this week. 

L. I. Wolff, an attorney, has interested 
himself in the case of Ledbetter and 
yesterday started proceedings by taking 
out a habeas corpus paper before Judge 
Reid, of the city court, to secure the re- 
lease of Ledbetter, on the grounds that he 
is being unlawfully held. Judge Reid 
granted the right for the trial on the 
habeas corpus to proceed, but as Led- 
better will be tried very soon the habeas 
corpus case will be dismissed by Wolff. 

Wolff said yesterday in regard to the 
matter and as to the reason he interested 
himself in the case: 

“T had made an application for a habeas 
corpus in the case of Ledbetter and the 
sathe was granted and a copy served on 
the sheriff, but finding that the habeas 
corpus would not be heard until Saturday, 
the &th of the month, I called upon Judge 
Foute and asked him why it could not be 
turned in to the city criminal court in- 
stead of the superior court, as the charge 
was only larceny from the house and 
there was no value of the property stolen 
testified to except a pistol. Judge Foute 
thought that the city court was. the 
proper court for it to be heard in and the 
warrant was turned over to that court 
this morning for trial and the trial wiil 
be held this week. Otherwise the case 
would have been tried in the superior 
court and Ledbetter would have neces- 
sarily remained in jail until next March, 
or possibly next June.”’ 

Attorney Wolff is satisfied that he will 
secure the release of Ledbetter, as he de- 
clares nothing was proved against him in 
Judge Foute’s court in the commitment 


trial. 

Ledbetter is suspected of stealing a valu- 
able diamond from the house of Mr. A. E. 
Thornton last September. 


PAYETTE RELEASED. 
The Accused Young Man Released for 
the Want of Evidence. 

Ww. A. Payette, the young man who was 
arrested by Detectives Kilpatrick and Tay- 
lor Sunday, suspected of having robbed a 
man near the exposition grounds, was re- 
leased yesterday. tvidence could not be 
secured agains§ the young man sufficient to 
arraign him for preliminary. trial before a 
justice of the peace.

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His Attorneys Will Make an Appeas to 
the Governor. 


THEY DECLARE HIM INSANE | 


Will Go Before the Governor in His 
Behalf in a Short Time—Mr. Ar- 
nold on a Lunacy Bill. 


The attorneys for Alex Carr are going to 
make a strong fight for his life. 

Attorney Reuben R. Arnold stated yes- 
terday.that the condemned man had been 
by no means abandoned to a death on the 


gallows. 

“We will try to save him,” said the at- 
torney. ‘‘We will appeal to the governor 
soon and hope to make out a strong case 
for him. No one who has seen him doubts 
that he is insane. His every action favors 
it. We will present the case before Gov- 
ernor Atkinson in as strong a light as pos- 
sible and believe with the showing that we 
will make we will secure a favorable con- 
sideration.” 

Mr. Arnold referred to other eases of 
murderers in which the defendants are to 
be tried for lunacy and quoted the bill of 
Judge Richard Clark, whick was present- 
ed to the Georgia house. The bill was the 
result of Judge Clark’s long experience in 
trying cases similar to that of Carr. 

“Besides the case of Alex Carr,” said he, 
“there are now two other murder cases in 
Georgia, in which trials for lunacy are 
about to be had before the ordinaries of the 
respective, counties. The bill which was 
drawn by Judge Clark and introduced in 
our last legislature would have relieved 
these trials of all the embarrassing ques- 
tions which now attend them, growing 
out of the uncertainty as to who shall 
preside, who shall pass on admitting and 
rejecting evidence, what is the jury’s au- 
thority to examine the prisoner, and the 
like. The present law allows a tribunal, 
which has been determined to be not judi- 
cial in character, to set aside, in effect a 
solemn judgment of the superior court. 
Judge Clark’s bill was favorably recom- 
mended by the judiciary committee of the 
house, and would have doubtless passed 
had the legislature not adjourned. The 
bill was as follows, and 1 sincerely hope jt 
will pass the next legislature: 

“A bill to be entitled ‘An act to provide for 
the trial of insane persons under sentence 
of death.’ 

“Section 1. Whenever any convict who 
has been sentenced to death is alleged to be 
insane the trial of such issue of insanity 
Shall be before the juage of the superior 
court by whom sentence was pronounced 
or some Other judge of the superior court, 
and a jury selected by said judge in the 
manner hereinafter provided, which shall 
apply to cases pending or hereafter to oc- 

ur. 

“Sec. 2, In all cases of alleged insanity 
the convict or some person acung as next 
friend shall present a petition to the judge 
of the sypefior court of the circuit, or who 
presided on the trial, setting forth the fact 
of such insanity, which petition must be 
presented at least ten days before the time 
nixed for execution, unless the insanity hap- 
pens later. The judge may in his discre- 
tion compel the petition to be verified by 
some reputable person before taking ac- 
tion upon it. 

“Sec. 3. Whenever any such petition is 
presented and is properly verified (if the 
judge so requires) it shall be the duty of 
the judge to direct that the execution of 
the sentence be suspended, if necessary, 
and the judge shali order a trial of the 
issue of insanity at some time, to be 
fixed by him, and said judge shall draw 
from the grand jury box thirty-six jurors, 
out of which shall be a panel made of 
twenty-four men, from which number the 
jury who are to try such issue, shall be 
selected, the state and the prisoner each 
having the right to peremptorily challenge 
or strike six, and the remaining twelve shall 
constitute the jury. If a panel of twenty- 
four is not secured the judge may have 
talesmen summoned by jurors drawn from 
the jury box by numbers at his discretion. 

“Sec. 4. At such trial the said judge who 
presided when the prisoner was convicted 
at the original trial shall preside, unless 
prevented from providential or other legal 
cause, in which event some other qualified 
judge of the superior court shall preside, 
and have full power to punish for contempt, 
to admit or reject evidence, to charge the 
jury, and to control the- proceedings as 
fully as said judge is empowered to con- 
trol any criminal case on trial before him. 
The judge shall administer to the jury 
the oath prescribed by section 4695 of the 
code of 1882. 

“Sec. 5. The issue submitted to the jury 
wpon all trials under this act shall be the 
sanity or insanity of the prisoner at the 
time of such trial. And the ~— presiding 
judge, in the exercise of a sound discre- 
tion may set aside the verdict of the jury, 
and grant a new trial whether on motion 
of the state or the prisoner, upon the rules 
regulating new trials, and the court ste- 
nographer shall take the evidence, or some 
other in his stead. But in no event shall 
either party have the right to carry the 
case to the supreme court by bill of ex- 
centions or otherwise. 

“Sec. 6. Should the jury find the prisoner 
sane the judge shall order the execution to 
proceed at such time as he may fix, pro- 
vided the time already fixed has passed. 
Should the jury find the prisoner insane, 
the judge shall certify that fact, and the 
prisoner shall be received into the lunatic 
aay there to be safely and securely 

ept. 

“Sec. 7. If the prisoner shall at anv time 
recover, and this fact shall be 
brought to the attention of the judge afore- 
said, or any other judge qualified to act un- 
der the law, either by the certificate of the 
asylum superintendent or otherwise, said 
judge shall in his discretion, either order 
the sentence to be executed, or upon appli- 
cation made showing sufficient cause sum- 
mon another jury in manner aforesaid 
and determine the question as to whether 
the prisoner has been restored to sanity 
in like manner as the first issue of sanity or 
insanity was tried, and if the jury find 
the prisoner restored. the sentence shall 
be executed, but if still insane, he shall be 
remanded to the asylum.” 

“In my judgment the foregoing bill 
provides a mode of trial which futs the 
matter where it belongs, in the court whose 
judgment and sentence are to be affected.”

“Weil, ae 
maybe you are mistaken,"’ was the reply, ¥ 
but how much better to put the jail on 
Decatur street near the city barracks? It 
can’t hurt us badly there ‘Well, they 
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jail will be one of the features of the 
meeting of the board of county commis- 
sioners tomorrow morning. At that meet- 
ing the building committee will ask that 
the entire board make a tour of the prin- 
cipal cities of the United States and that 
all the modern jails of the country be 
thoroughly inspected. 

There is now no doubt but that the 
‘board will leave in a few days and will 
make atrip through all the principai 
cities inspecting and examining the jails 
now being used. The trip will carry the 
commissioners to the four corners of the 
union and every city and town in which 
@ modern jail has recently been erected 
will be visited. With the commissioners 
will go County Attorney Rosser, as many 
legal questions are likely to arise in 
which his services would be necessary. 
The jail is a certainty beyond the per- 
adventure of a doubt. The commissioners 
will have by the ist of next January the 
amount of $200,000 in hand, which is raised 
under the special levy of ,taxes. There 
is now ready for immediate use about 
$80,000, and with this as a starter the 
work will be begun just as soon as the 
committee returns and the plans can be 
drawn. At present no plans have been 
made, not even the scratch of an archi- 
tect’s pencil, as the commissioners do not 
know just what is wanted. It is to de- 
cide upon the plan that the proposed trip 

is to be taken. 

Mr. Forrest Adair has been working 
several months on the problem and he has 
found that it is an immense undertaking. 
Provision for future years must be made 
and to do this requires making many 
figures and frequently consulting the rate 
at which the prisoners of the county 
have increased in former years. The new 
jail will be built for all time to come; it 
will include all the rooms needed and every 
arrangement necessary will be made in its 
construction. Mr. Adair said yesterday: 

“T have been dealing in figures and the 
time has slipped by rapidly, but I have 
discovered that to build a jail such as 
Fulton county needs is no small under- 
taking. We have many things to consider 
and it takes time and deliberation. We 
cannot afford to act hastily and we must 
go slow and see that all requirements are 
included in the building. The courthouse 
is at present crowded in a fearful manner 
and we must look out for all county 
officials. The trip will be of great benefit 
to us and when we return I think the 


problem of a new jail will have been, 


solved. 

“T do not think there is any reason why 
property holders in that section of the 
city should kick about the location of the 
jail If we were to go ten blocks further 
fn any direction we would get into the 
residence part of the city and every one 
knows that would not do at all. To show 
you that the commissioners are con- 
scientious in the selection of the site I will 
Say that the only piece of property owned 
in the city by Mr. Spalding is located 
just opposite the place where the jail is 
to be located, yet he doesn’t object. Mr. 
Rosser, the county attorney, owns a yery 
valuable piece of property almost ad- 
joining the site, yet he does not think the 
jail will hurt it. Mr. Brown is a resident 
of Pryor street, yet he thinks the location 
of the jail is the best thing we have done 
in a long time. My father owns valuable 

_ . property near the place, but does not ob- 
: fect in the least. No, the jail will not 

jure the property at all, but will be an 
Ornament to that part of the city. No one 
will be able to see the jail, for the front 
of the structure will be of handsome 
pressed brick or stone and will appear as 
a large office building.’’ 

The boa will be asked to arrange for 
the trip and it is expected that all of the 
members will constitute this special com- 
mittee. As soon as the committee re- 
turns a complete report will be made and 
all of the improvements seen and selected 
will be embodied in the plans and specifi- 
cations which will be submitted to the 
architects for competitive bidding.

Why, what will ruin the streets named, 
the publication about the jail, or the jail 
itself?

A hv- 
lle man known and honored througnout 
Georgia sent word that Georgia courts if 
reed be will protect the people of tnese 
two streets against ungranted destruction 
of their property and their homes, tor a 
modern jail is still nothing but a jail and 
a nuisance. 

Let me submit some letters for perusal. 
Much hes been said about the jail iu 
Loutsville, Ky., doing no harm, though lo- 
cated in the center of the city. Under 
date of January 28th Mr. Howard W. 
Hunter, one of the most reliable and best 
known citizens, writes: 

‘*‘As to our jail. It adjoins our city hall, 
which is situated omthe northwest corner 
of Jefferson and Sixth streets, There are 
ne dwellings or churches anywhere near it. 
There ere plenty of saloons, shops, hash- 
houses and perhaps a block or two away 
there may be a dwelling inhabited by repu- 
table pecple. 1 certainly would fight its 
location on your street if near a good dwell- 
ing neighborhood.”’ 

Murrey & vole, of Nashville. write: 

“It is with great pleasure that we reply 
to yours of yesterday in regard to the lo- 
cation of our jeil and penitentiary. 

‘The former is built on the bluff of the 
river and fronts on one of the most Se- 
cluded streets of the central part of the 
city, a street that has no business proml- 
nence whatever, anu there is not a resi- 
dence anywhere near it. The rear of our 
fine Market street business houses is on 
Front street and the jail frents this out- 
look. < 

‘Cur penitentiary, at the time of its 
construction, i829, Was located in the couh- 
try. The city now extends beyond and 
around it. Our beautiful ila, ,es street, one 
and a half blocks away, and West lind aye- 
nue, two and a half blocks away, have 
grown up despite the nearness of ine peni- 
tentiary. Not so with the properly nearer 
to it. 

“But let it be remembered that ine fact 
of its removal in the near future has becn 
a factor in the improvement of adjacent 
property. We are now biniding a new 
prison and in two more years Nashville 
will be rid of the old one.” 

There is no more reliable or more highiy 
esteemed men in Savannah than John Sulli- 
van & Co. See how their report of tue 
Savannah jail differs from some things we 
kave heard. They write: 

“We are in rece:pt of your esteemed favor 
of the 27th instant and beg to acvise you 
that our jail is located in the rear of the 
police barracks, the jlatier being at the 
southwest corner of Soutn Broad and Hab- 
ersham streets, the jail fronting on Haber- 
sham street and Perry street lane. There 
wes a very vigvrous protest rade when 
the jail was put there. The houses to tue 
east are those of the laboring classes and 
of colored people, but Liberty streat, which 
is just south of Perry street lane, is one 
of our prettiest streets; it is almost in the 
center of the city. There is no doubt but 
that it destroyed all prospects of any en- 
hancement in the value of the prcperty in 
the neighborhood. We hope you will win 
and not nave them put the jail in the city.” 

Colonel John O. Waddell writes: 

“I have just read your commurication 
in yesterday’s Constitution about the pro- 
posed location of the county jail, and hear- 
tiiy incdorse your position as to its injury 
to the valve of property and the good name 
of the streets, and its real hurtful effect 
upen the high moral feel:ngs of every one 
residit.g on Pryor and Loyd streets ”’ 

Dr. Amos Fox, whv was asked his opin- 
ion as to the proper site for Fulton coun- 
ty’s Jail, handed in the following: 

“Major John C. Whitner, City—Dear Sir: 
I have read your letter about the location 
of the jail, and you ask my op-nion about 
where I[ th.nk the jail should be located. 
lt is my opinion that the jail should re- 
main exactiy where it is. ‘there is plenty 
of room there to build a modern jail, an 
the harm that could be done to the proper- 
ty by the lacation of the jail has already 
been done with the one that is tnere, 

“A new one would not be any more dis- 
graceful than the old one, and my opinion 
is that it would be detrimental to the in- 
terest of the property holders in the loca- 
tion where the proposed jail is to be built, 
and it would be a hardship on those peo- 
ple to be subjected to the nuisance that a 
jail would create. Very respectfully, 

“AMOS FOX.’’ 

“I fully indorse the above remarks. 

“GEORGE M. TRAYLOR.” 

Dr. Fox’s opinion on any subject affecting 
the interests of our city is valuable, but 
especially so upon this point. In answer 
to questions, he added verbally: ‘‘l have 
most likely served on more grand juries 
that have discussed. the subject of a new 
county jail than any man living here. Nev- 
er once has the courthouse lot been men- 
tioned as the proper site of the new jail. 
On the contrary, it was taken for granted 
that the old site was the proper one, be- 
cause al] damage that could be done has 
been done. It would be a great wrong to so 
seriously injure Pryor and Loyd streets, as 
any jail would do though the offices should 
run ten stories hign.’’ 

Colonel Traylor, who indorsed Dr. Fox’s 


note, stated he, too, recently was upon a 


grand jury which discussed this matter, 
and the courthouse lot was not mentioned, 


+ whilst the old site was considered the prop- 


er one. 

But in addition, attention is called to the 
following letters from ministers of the gos- 
pel in this city. They know how to appre- 
ciate the moral aspect of this question, 
especially as to the blighting effects of a 
—-s influence upon homes and communi- 
ties: 

Rev. Dr. Williamson, of the First Chris- 
tian church, writes: 

“Major John C. Whitner, City—My Deaf 
Sir: Your protest in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion against moving the ja:l to the center 
of the city seems to me to be a very rea- 
sonable and just one. Its erection in the 
heart of the business portion of the city 
and in such @lose proximity to many of the 
churches and to cne of the principal resi- 
dent streets of the city, would, as it ap- 
pears to me, be quite damaging to the prop- 
erty in the locality and very objectionable 
to the residents now living in the locality. 
Very truly yours. C. P. WILLIAMSON.” 

Rev. r. Barnett, of the First Presby- 
terian church, writes: : 

‘Dear Major Whitner: I have just read 
with interest your protest against the loca- 
tion of the jail on Pryor street, and 
sympathize with you in the same. If it is 
possible to locate the jail anywhere else, 
I certainly think it would be an unjust and 
hard thing to place it so close to the resi- 
dences of some of our best people, and the 
churches of the Roman Catholics and Chris- 
tian Baptists. I trust you will be success- 
f in your effort to change the location. 
Y6urs respectfully, E. H. BARNETT.” 

Rev. Dr. Holderby writes: 

“My Dear Sir: Your article, which ap- 
peared in The Constitution of the 2d, I 
have carefully read today and cordially in- 
dorse your position. 

“Though not residing on Loyd or Pryor 
street, still I feel a deep interest in what- 
ever concerns the welfare of Atlanta. Your 
arguments in opposition to the erection of 
a county jail upon the site suggested, are 
absolutely unanswerable. Surely no man or 
set of men having the interest of the city 
at heart can party to the rpetra- 
tion of such an outrage upon such a com- 
munity. It would be a burning and lasting 
shame upon the fair name of Atlanta to 
erect such a building, however handsome it 
may be, anywhere within the corporate 
limits of the city, or contiguous to any 
house of worship in which the gospel is

test against any such outrage upon a 
Christian community.

ASSISTANT THOMAS ELEVATED 


Developments in the Georgia Midland 
and Gulf’s Purchase Are Being 
Patiently Awaited. 


Mr. R. D. Wade, superintendent of the 
Southern’s motive power department, has 
resigned and the duties of his position 
have been divided. 

Major Hudson, chief engineer of the sys- 
tem and formerly general manager of the 
East Tennessee, assumes charge of the 
new shop and car construction as well as 
track construction. Mr. W. D. Thomas is 
superintendent of motive power, but his 
duties are not so broad as formerly belong- 
ed to the office. Major Hudson is to be 
styled chief civil and mechanical engineer. 
Mr. Thomas was Mr. Wade's assistant su- 
perintendent of motive power. 

The change lets out one man. Nothing is 
known here of Mr. Wade’s future move- 
ments. He is a fine superintendent of mo- 
tive power and if he has not another place 
already, soon will get one. About a year 
ago the Pennsylvania offered him a good 
position. When an offer comes to a man 
from the Pennsylvania, it is not only a 
high compliment to him personally, but it 
is a testimonial to his ability. Mr. Wade 
was in the service of the Southern for 
many years. He had his headquarters here 
in Atlanta during 1891 and 1892 while the old 
Richmond and Danville had its general 
offices here. Mr. Wade was president of 
the Southern and Southwestern Railway 
Club for a year and when he took part 
in the discussions, it was very evident that 
he was practical and up to date. He has 
a great. many friends among the railway 
men, with whom he has a high reputation. 

Mr. Thomas, who succeeds him, is a 
younger man and is very well up on motive 
power. 


SAILORS COMING TO ATLANTA. 


Part of the Crew of the Texas Will 
Be Here on Thursday. 

One hundred and seventy sailors and 
marines from the battleship Texas will pass 
through Atlanta early Thursday morning 
on their way from Portsmouth to San 
Francisco. The Texas has gone into the 
dry dock for overhauling and her crew 
are to be shipped across the continent. 
Heretofore these transfers have been made 
by water from New York to Panama, 
thence across the isthmus and up the west 
coast to ’Frisco by water.

E. W. Martin and F. A. Quillian for $2,600 
and D. Sullivan & Co. for $1,502. Among 
the creditors named in the petition yes- 
terday are the Gorham Manufacturing 
Company, of New York, and Fox Bros. & 
Co., of Cincinnati.

KILLED ONTHE TRACK 


5. T. Guerry Ron Down by a Freight 
Train Yesterday Afternoon. 


WALKING NEAR EAST POINT 


ee ee 


Mr. Guerry Stepped to the Outgoing 
Track To Avoid a Freight and 
Was Run Down from Behind. 


While walking along the outgoing track 
of the Atlanta and West Point railroad 
between Fort McPherson and East Pvint 
about 4:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon, §. 
T. Guerry, of York, was struck by a 
passenger train engine and hurled to his 
death. Knocked high in the air the un- 
fortune victim fell to the tracks with jis 
body crushed and his skull broken. 

Mr. Guerry was on his way to E..st Point 
and met his death unexpectedly. He step- 
ped from the incoming track to the out- 
going one to avoid an incoming freight 
train and while watching the freight pass 
Was run down by the passenger train g£0- 
ing out. The noise of the train he met 
drowned the roar of the train approaching 
from behind and without warning Mr. 
Guerry was killed instantly.

The accident was a distressing one. Mr. 
Guerry had started to the home of Mr. 
Henry Richardson, of The Journal, near 
East Pcint, with whom he had been stop- 
ping several weeks. He was a step-father- 
in-law of Mr. Richardson and came here 
from New York to’visit his family. Mr. 
Guerry Was also related to Mr. R. A. Har- 
ris, of Swift & Harris, and to Mr. George 
P. Harris, of Macon, by marriage. His 
wife is now in Macon stopping with Mr. 
Harris and his body will be sent to that 
city for interment this morning. 

Mr. Guerry lived in Macon before re- 
moving to New York, and he was well 
known in that city. He has relatives there 
and many frends, who will be pained to 
learn of his untimely death. Mrs. Guerry 
and Mr. Guerry, of Macon, and New York 
friends were telegraphed last night of the 
accident. 

His Home in New York. 

Mr. Guerry was for fifteen years private 
secretary to Dr. Norvin Green, of New 
York, the well-known ex-president of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company. In 
that capacity he attained a wide acquaint- 
ance in New York and the news of his 
death will be received with general regret 
there. 

Mr. Guerry came into the city yesterday 
and spent several hours about town, as he 
has been doing. since stopping with Mr. 
Richardson. He usually came to the city 
and returned by train, but sometimes took 
a street car to the barracks and walked 
from there to East Point for exercise. 
Yesterday he decided to return to East 
Point by the latter route and rode to Mc- 
Pherson on an electric car. From there he 
started toward home afoot, walking 
along the tracks of the West Point and 
Central railroads. He had walked some 
distance from the barracks when he heard 
the rumble of a train and he changed to 
the outgoing track, as he saw a freight 
train speed around a curve ahead, 

Run Down by the Passenger. 

The heavy freight roared and in ine noise 
Mr. Guerry failed to take the precaution 
of looking back. for danger. As he walked 
along on his way gazing at the freight 
train on the opposite track the fast lim- 
ited train of the We&t Point, which leaves 
the city shortly after 4 o’clock, bore down 
on him with terrific speed and before he 
could be warned Mr. Guerry was struck 
and hurled forward. by the pilot timbers 
of the passenger train engine. He was 
knocked a considerable distance and when 
picked up by the train men life was ex- 
tinct. His head was crushed behind and 
his body badly bruised. 

The body of the unfortunate man fell 
between the two tracks and by that for- 
tunate circumstance it was not run over 
and mangled to pieces by the wheels of 
the passenger train, the escape being a 
narrow one, however. The body fell very 
close to the tracks. The trains. stopped 
and the hands and passengers picked up 
the body of the dead man and took it on 
to East Point. Mr. Guerry was easily iden- 
tified and Mr. Richardson and other of his 
friends were notified of the accident, Un- 
dertaker Barclay prepared the body last 
night and this morning it will be accom- 
panied to Macon by relatives and friends. 

Mr. Guerry was forty-five years old and 
leaves a wife. Mrs. Guerry came south 
with her husband several weeks ago and 
she is visiting relatives in Macon.
